B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act may be cited as the Supreme Court of Judicature Short title 

(Ireland) Amendment Act, 1888, and shall be construed together section, 
with the Supreme Court of Judicature (Ireland) Act, 1877, herein- 
after called the principal Act. 

2. — (1.) Eor all the purposes of and incidental to the hearing W rit3 10 be 
10 and determination of an appeal within its jurisdiction, and the court of 
execution and enforcement of a judgment or order made on an Appeal, 
appeal, and for the purpose of every other authority expressly 
given to the Court of Appeal by the principal Act, the Court of 
Appeal may issue a writ or writs, subject to the provision of 
section two of this Act. 

(2.) This section shall be retrospective. 

3. The Lord Lieutenant may, within six months after the Ch-devs to 
passing of this Act , by Order in Council made in accordance with ma L 
the provisions of section sixty-one of the principal Act, make rules 
20 for carrying this Act into effect, and in particular for all matters 
concerning or incidental to the sealing, issuing, enforcing, forms, 
and costs of writs of the Court of Appeal ; and every such Order in 
Council shall be subject to the provisions of section sixty-nine of 
the principal Act.
